Sutherland is not a native of the state which 


i.M .sending him to congress. 
He was born near 


.Kirkwood, Mo., in 1805, and was educated in 
Missouri, graduating from Westminster college 
in that state in 1839. He served as editor ot the 
Fulton, Mo., Daily Republican. 1889-90. 
Tn the 
latter year he removed to Washington, D. C., 
and in three years he had risen from clerk in 
the population division of the census bureau to 
chief of the division. 
In' 1893 lie removed to 
Elkins, W. "Va., where he served for ten years 
with the Davis-Elkins coal and railroad inter- 
ests, becoming general .land agent. 
In 1903 he 
went into the coal and timber land business on 
his own account. 


Sutherland was a member ot the West Virginia 
state senate, 1908-12, and a. member of the low- 
er house of. congress from 1903 to 1917. -In the 
latter year he was elected to the U. S. senate. 
His present term will expire in 1923. 


He was married in 1889 to a Missouri g-irl. 
He is a member of the Presbyterian church. His 
home address is Elkins, W. Va.
